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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 
A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 3/23/2006 has been entered. 
Claims 1-20, 23, 24 were canceled by applicants. 

Claims 26-41 were withdrawn from examination as drawn to non-elected inventions. 
Claims 21, 22, 25 and 42-44 as amended (2/23/2006) are under examination and subject 
to restriction requirement. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 21, 22 and 25, drawn to a method for producing osteoclast precursor cells 
from join fluid, classified in class 435, subclass 373, for example. 

II. Claims 42-44, drawn to a method for producing osteoclast precursor cells from 
peripheral blood mononuclear cells without producing osteoclasts, classified in 
class 435, subclass 372, for example.

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and the 
inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
